Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 it is unclear as to what consttutes a regular cloth. 

It is indefinite as to which feature of the handle is "1/2 inch". 

It is indefinite as to which "top end" is referenced. . 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: only the first letter 
of the first word of the claim should be capitalized. Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 3831953 
(Kupke). 

The figure shows an attachmet to a vaccum cleaner which comprises a feather 
duster having a hollow body (6) with a plurality of filaments (3) bound to the exterior of 
the body, the body connected to a hollow handle (1) having one end thereof connected 
to a flexible hose (2) connected to a vaccum cleaner. 

An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed.
